HH needs diversity

It bothers me that the 
number of minorities at 
Harpeth Hall has been 
declining since I enrolled here 
two years ago. 

I am concerned about the 
decline of minorities because 
their presence is important for 
many reasons. More 
minorities not only would 
make Harpeth Hall more like 
the "real world," which is 
made up of all kinds of 
people, but also they would 
bring to surface more ideas 
and ways of thinking which 
would add to our education. 

A common misperception 
of Harpeth Hall is that all the 
people here are the same. 
The presence of a greater 
number of minority students 
could increase enrollment. If 
there were more minorities 
and a higher enrollment, the 
options for courses would 
increase because of varied 
interests. There are several 


reasons for the present lack 
of minorities. Sometimes our 
school seems to be regarded 
unfairly as "a rich, white, 
snob school." This reputation 
might make Harpeth Hall 
unattractive to minority 
students. Another reason 
that could partially account 
for the lack of minorities at 
Harpeth Hall is that the 
school does not yet offer 
many full scholarships. The 
admissions staff in Souby 
Hall is working hard to get 
more donations to the 
Scholarship Fund. 

There is no obvious 
solution to this problem. 
However, there are several 
actions that can be taken to 
improve this situation. 

Actively recruiting minority 
teachers might result in 
making Harpeth Hall a more 
receptive school for all races. 
More advertisement to the 
general public to indicate that 
Harpeth Hall is different from 


its long-standing reputation 
could help. Mrs. Hilrie Brown, 
Director of Admissions, 
should be commended for her 
persistent efforts to add 
diversity despite limited 
funds. The Board of Trustees 
should allocate more money 
to the admissions department 
so that it can continue to 
improve the opportunities for 
minorities at Harpeth Hall. 


leave after the eighth grade. 
First, a big sister / little sister 
program between the Middle 
and Upper Schools could be 
created. In addition, high 
school students could tutor 
Middle School students 
during their study halls.

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An eye for an eye

Fourteen million animals 
die or suffer each year 
because the cosmetic 
industry performs 
unnecessary product-safety 
tests on them. 

Almost all makeup, 
personal care, and household 
products are tested on 
animals, even though most of 
these tests for human safety 
are inhumane and 
unnecessarily repetitious. I do 
not think it is fair to torture 
defenseless animals for our 
good looks and benefits. 

Samples of most beauty 
and personal care products 
from eye shadow to laundry 
detergent are dropped into 
the eyes of rabbits or force- 
fed to dogs, guinea pigs, 
mice, and other animals. The 
tests are done to record the 
rate of organ destruction or 
how fast death occurs. 

The most common tests 
performed are the Draize eye 
irritancy test, acute toxicity 
test, acute inhalant test, and 
acute dermal toxicity test. 

When the Draize test is 
performed, liquid, flake, 


granular, or powder 
substances are dropped into 
the eyes of albino rabbits that 
are immobilized in restraining 
units. The rabbits' eyes are 
held open with clips so they 
cannot blink and the rabbits 
usually do not receive 
anethesia. Some of the 
rabbits break their necks and 
backs trying to escape. This 
test lasts three days. 

During the acute toxicity 
test, substances are force-fed 
to dogs, mice, and guinea 
pigs by a tube to their 
stomaches or through holes 
cut in the throats. Substances 
may be mixed with food, 
inhaled through a gas mask, 
injected under the skin into a 
vein or lining of the abdomen, 
or applied to the eyes, 
vagina, or rectum. Many of 
the animals die from organ 
rupture due to the bulk of the 
dose. 

During the acute inhalant 
test, animals are put into a 
steel inhalation chamber and 
forced to breathe heavy 
concentrations of aerosol 
products, like hairspray and 
deodorant. Then after four 


days, the animals are killed 
so their tissues can be 
examined. 

When the acute dermal 
toxicity test is performed, the 
hair is shaved from the 
abdomen, abrasions are 
made that are deep enough 
to penetrate the horny layer 
of skin but not to cause 
bleeding, and a rubber sleeve 
holds the substance in 
contact with the skin for 
twenty-four hours. 

The Food and Drug 
Administration has over 600 
ingredients on their list that 
are recognized as safe. Yet 
manufacturers still test these 
ingredients and use others 
that must be tested instead of 
substituing safe, tested 
ingredients. 

In an interview in the June 
1988 issue of World and I,

Animals agonize in 
factory farms 


Animals bleed 
for fashion

Why people would want to 
wear the pelts of dead 
animals on their backs is 
beyond me! 

The animals killed for 
luxury furs range from the 
fascinating but endangered 
jaguar to the common white 
rabbit. 

Since the American 
people do not need fur to 
keep warm, there is no 
excuse for the inhumane 
killing of animals. Today 
society regards fur as a 
symbol of wealth, but when 
you consider how many 
animals die for one coat, is 
the killing worth the price? 

The most common device 
for fur trapping is the leghold 
trap. The fur trader hides the 
traps beneath fallen leaves or 
under thin layers of dirt, and 
the trap jaws clamp shut on 
the animal's leg. Some 
people compare this to 
slamming your fingers in a 
car door. After a week or so 


the fur trapper returns to find 
either an animal that has died 
because it has bleed or 
starved to death, or has been 
half-eaten by other animals. 
Sometimes the animals 
survive until the fur trapper 
returns, only to be clubbed or 
shot to death. 

Not all fur coats come from 
fur trappings. Often animals 
such as minks are raised for 
their pelts in fur farms. 

The "fur ranchers" raise so 
many minks in one cage that 
the animals can barely move, 
sometimes crushing each 
other to death. Once the 
minks are large enough, they 
are killed and skinned for 
mink coats. 

As students of Flarpeth 
Hall, we can take action 
against cruel animal treatment 
by not wearing or buying furs. 

Hopefully the '90s will be 
the decade in which people 
will realize that fur is wasteful- 
not luxurious.

How would you like to 
spend your whole life without 
ever walking around, or living 
in a cage where you could 
hardly move without being 
mauled? Some animals exist 
under horrible conditions 
solely for human use as food. 
In theory, America is an 
advanced country, but factory 
farming has caused us to 
forget that what we are 
cruelly abusing is alive and 
can suffer feelings of pain, 


fear, and boredom. 

Factory farming is the 
practice of mass breeding 
animals in a way similar to 
the factory production of 
goods. When thinking of a 
farm, most people picture 
Charlotte's Webb , with 
chickens wandering around 
the yard and pigs wallowing 
in the mud, but in modern 
farming procession the 
U.S.animals live under 
horrible conditions. For 
example, according to the 


Humane Farming 
Association, a real calf lives 
chained in a box 22 inches 
wide and 56 inches long. This 
is smaller than an average 
bathtub! 'Milk-fed' veal is 
created by making the calf 
anemic, by feeding it an 
antibiotic-laced formula that 
causes severe diarrhea. Its 
living area is seldom cleaned 
so it must lie in its own waste, 
choking on the ammonia 
gases.

In vitro tests, 
tissue and cell cultures, organ 
culture, math and computer 
models, or membranes can 
be used to determine the 
toxicity of a substance. 

'Cruelty-free' products are 
sold by many companies 
such as Aubrey Organics, 
Compassion in Fashion, 
Clarins of Paris, KMS, Paul 
Mitchell Systems, Nexxus, 
Elizabeth Taylor's Passion, 
The Body Shop, Clinique, 
Bear Essentials, Reviva, and 


many others. The products 
can be purchased at a variety 
of locations including beauty 
salons, Sunshine Grocery on 
Belmont, department stores, 
such as Caster Knott and 
Dillard's, and ordered from 
catalogs sent out by cruelty- 
free companies. You can call 
the Body Shop's toll-free 
number, 1-800-541-2535, to 
ask them questions or order 
a free catalog. All these 
products are natural and do 
not contain chemicals. 

Cruelty-free makeup is the 
same quality or better than 
those products that are 
tested on animals. Many 
famous women such as 
Morgan Fairchild, Rue Mc- 
Clananan, and Candance 
Bergen wear cruelty-free 
makeup and use cruelty-free 
products.

Broilers chickens, 
chickens grown for food, have 
living space of less than a 
foot per bird. Five to seven 
chickens used to produce 
eggs live together in a cage 
which is 14x24 inches. These 
chickens never go outdoors. 
This is comparable to 
spending your life in a 
elevator with seven other 
people. According to 
Discovery magazine, this is 
so that what they eat can be 
regulated and more birds can 
be raised in little space with 
little manpower. The light and 
temperature of their habitat is 
also controlled, tricking the 
chickens into thinking it is 
breeding season most of the 
time. In an egg industry 
hatchery, males are not 
needed so they are killed by 
being tossed into plastic bags 
and suffocated. Some 
chickens do not live to be 
slaughtered because they 
fatten so much, their bones

These antibiotics build up in 
the systems of people who 
eat the meat. When a person 
gets sick and takes medicine, 
the bacteria from the meat is 
resistant to the drugs, and it 
is harder to fight the illness.
